tinues to defy popular opinion by in­ 
sisting th a t the sun is still loafing 
or the job. 


While his 
original 
announcement 
was made at the meeting of the N a­ 
tional Academy of Sciences in April 
with detailed returns then in only 
until last September, findings from 
later figures, he says, still show that 
the radiation from oui1 central lumi­ 
nary and furnace is somewhat low. 
Dr. Abbot, who in April called a t­ 
tention to unusual w eather conditions 
occurring simultaneously 
with 
this 
temporary loss of heat on the part 
et the sun without offering any theory 
as to the connection between them, 
declines to be further quoted on the 
matter, except to say that the ob­ 
served records of the sun’s perform ­ 
ance show a deficiency of heat 
of 
about two iH*r cent up 
until 
about 
light weeks ago.

At the time of hi" announcement 
to the National Ai adeiny, Dr. Abbot 
said that as a result of the sun’s va­

v. inds make up too complex a sys­ 
tem for such simple reactions.

concluded that the tem perature of the 
earth is profoundly dependent on the 
humidity of the air and to a less* de­ 
gree on the quantities of ozone and 
carbon dioxide which the air contains.
